colonel in the Black Legion, warned all 
the members of the party to secrecy, 
threatening them with death if they 
revealed what had happened. 


Sergeant Harvill said that Erwin 


Lee, one of the defendants, said that 
he was a member of the execution 
party but fired, two or three shots to 
one side "because I had 
lost my 


nerve." 


The officer said that Lee told him: 


"I had agreed to do this thing and 
when you agree to do something in 
the Black Legion, you have to do it."

Change te Crime 


Laws Are Asked 


Petitions Placed in Circu- 


lation by Arkansas Bar 


Association 


LITTLE ROCK - The committee 


named by Governor Futrell two years 
ago 
tcj study proposed reforms in 


criminal law Tuesday announced the 
text of a measure which il proposes to 
initiate for submission at the Novem- 
ber election. 


Initiative petitions have been plac- 


ed in circulation by (he Arkansas Bar 
Association. 


The bill would 
make 
extensive 


changes in the 
criminal 
code and 


would encourage publication of news 
concerning criminal offenses by pro- 
tecting reporters and publishers from 
having to disclose sources of their in- 
formation. 


The newspaper prieilege section pro- 


. vides that: 


"Before any editor, reporter or other 


writer for any newspaper or periodical 
or publisher of any newspaper or per- 
iodical, shall be required to disclose 
to any grand jury, or to any other au- 
thority, the source of the information 
n-wd an the bnsis for any article he 
may have written or published, il 
must be shown that such article was 
written and published in bad faith, 
with malice, and not in the interest of 
the public welfare." 


Limit on Prosecutor's Pet's 


The petition calls for the repeal of 


the statute limiting jury service to 
once in two years and limits prosecut- 
ing attorneys' fees by providing that 
"no prosecuting attorney may receive 
more than two fees for conviction of 
one defendant under one indictment, 
presentment or information, regardless 
of the number of counts therein." 
•-. 


Another change provides that where 


a defendant in a trial pleads insanity 
or the judge has reason to believe the 
defendant wns insane at the time of 
the crime, the judge shall order the 
person on trial committed to the State 
Hospital for observation. The obser- 
vation peiiod could nt exceed ne 
ninth and physicians at the institu- 
tion would be required to furnish the 
court a written report. 
' 
Previous Bill Killed 


A bill embodying practically the 


same changes died in a senate com- 
mittee at the last -legislative session, 
its sponsors charging it wns "amended 
to death." They withdrew it from a 
vote, declaring the amendments had 
rendered it virtually ineffective.
